‘ing south in Sherman street. 

No one was in pursuit, for no one but the 
men in the wagon knew of the robbery. A 
half hour later the wagon, with Schultz 
lying on the bottom, bound and gagged, and 
covered with a gunny sack, was found 
under the viaduct at Twefth and Clark 
streets, the satchel that had contained the 
money slashed to pieces, and the cash gone. 


Schultz Found and Suspects Nabbed. 
The man who found the wagon, Andrew 
MeCawley, removed the gag from the mes- 
se r’s mouth, cut the cords that fastened 
“his hands and legs, and drove at a gallop 
to the office of the company. A few minutes 
later an alarm was given and two detectives 
were looking for the robbers. 
Neither has been caught, though two men, 
Edward Grant and Daniel Cronin, are under 
arrest as suspects. Schultz, though badly 
” pounded with the butt of a revolver and a 
loaded billy.“ will recover. 
Schultz %6 19 years old and lives at No. 
711 Fletcher street. Yesterday was the 
weekly pay-day of the firm for which he 
works, and at a few minutes after 10 o'clock 
‘he was told to go to the bank and get the 
money.

usual custom, and his explicit orders. When 
he found Wilson half-way to the door he 
again asked him why he was ‘disobeying 
orders. Wilson was supposed to be on the 


watch for.persons who might be suspected 


of wanting to grab the satchel. 

' Wilson muttered an answer, and with 
Schultz, who carrie the satchel, they 
walked down the white marble stairs of the 
Temple to the La Sallestreet entrance. The 
horse and covered wagon were standing 
where they had left it. Schultz’ with the 
satchel, heavy with cash, climbed up on the 
seat, and Wilson followed and picked up the 
reins. Wilson, who usually was talkative, 
had not spoken. since Schultz reminded him 
of his disobedience of orders. 

The wagon in which the cash was carried 
is used most of the time for hauling the 
firm’s sample trunks between the office and 
the railway stations. It is owned by Wil- 
son's father, James Wilson, No. 3082 Went- 
worth avenue, the teamster for the com- 
pany. On each side of the wagon is a large 
sign bearing the name of the company. 


Wilson Sets the Trap. 


When the wagon reached Jackson street, 
opposite the Board of Trade, Wilson spoke 
for the first time since they had left the 
bank. 

“ Say, Schultz,“ he said, would you mind 
my driving around to the Lake Shore depot? 
There's a santple trunk in the baggage-room 
I’ve got to fetch to the office.“ 

Wilson never had proposed going out of his 
way before when Schultz was along, and they 
were carrying money between the office and 
the bank. Schultz looked at him astonished. 

We can’t go there with all this money,“ 
he said. . 


Wijson turned the horse’s head west as 


though he again had acquiesced. When he 
urned south into Sherman street, on the west 
side of the Board of Trade Building, he said: 

“Schultz, I've got to get that sample 
trunk.“ 

Then he drove south across Van Buren 
street, past the front of the Lake Shore Sta- 
tion. Schultz in his turn gave in, because 
he could not leave the wagon. 

The Lake Shore Station forms the east 
side of Sherman street for nearly a block. 
At ll o’clock yesterday morning, when 
Schultz and Wilson drove by with their com- 
pany’s money, there were half a dozen ex- 
press wagons in Sherman street backed up 
to the platform, and the drivers were stand- 
ing near them. of the drivers were 
wrestling on the platform. Just inside the 
baggage-room of the station Charles M. Con- 
lon, No. 2832 Fifth avenue, a personal friend 
of Wilson, was at work. 


Accomplice Puts In an Appearance. 


When the wagon crossed Van Buren street 
a man wearing a dark cap and black over- 
coat with turndown collar was standing 
close to the edge of the platform and only 
a short distance from the driver. Across 
the street from where he stood is Risch's 
saloon, No. 68 Sherman street, and a row of 
cheap hotels and lodging-houses. 

The man wearing the cap walked forward 
to meet the delivery wagon containing WIl- 
son, Schultz, and the money. As the wagon 
came opposite Wilson hailed . him. and 
stopped. Schultz was surprised when be 
man jum into the wagon, crowded him 
to one side, and then stepped over the sent

cut and bruised, and he was almost entirely 
unconscious, though he since recalls the 
action of the men distinctly. 

No one, as tar as can be found out, saw 
anything remarkable about the way the 
wagon was driven. Evidently Wilson had 
kept fair control of his herves during the 
assault and the robbing of the satchel. The 
wagon journeyed south }o Twelfth street 
and the hopse was pulled up under the via- 
duct a few feet from the Nickel Plate sta- 
tion. Then Wilson and his companion di- 
vided the $3,500 between them and sa‘uffed 
the money into their pockets, Jumped out, 
and disappeared, leaving Schultz on the bot- 
tom of the wagon. 


Schultz Found by McCawley. 

Schultz struggled for fifteen minutes 
and then he was heard. Andrew McCawley, 
who was loitering near by, heard his strug- 
gies and his gurgling attempts to call out 
and looked inside. When he saw the 
messenger lying on the floor of the wagon 
and trying to release himself he believed 
Schultz to be suffering from epilepsy. He 
climbed into the wagon, saw the true state 
of affairs, and then cut the cords and re- 
moved the gag. Then Schultz, nearly beside 
himself, told what had happened. 

With Schultz stilblying on the floor of the 
wagon trying to regain his breath Me- 
Cawley turned the rig around and started for 
the office of the Kuh, Nathan & Fischer 
company, with the horse going at a gallop 
Before they reached Van Buren street 
Schultz was able to stand. Bloo@® was 
streaming down his face and from his wrists, 
where the cords had cut them. 

The wagon stopped at the front entrance 
in Van Buren street and McCawley helped 
Schultz out. He staggered into the office and 
up to the window of S. Frost, Secretary of 
the company, who had sent him for the 
money. Mr. Frost and M. L. Ashier, the 
cashier of the company, were talking to- 
gether when he entered. Schultz threw up 
his hands. 

O, Mr. Frost,“ he said, “ I’ve been held 
up and lost all that money.” 

Frost and Ashier both ran out of the office 
and Schultz told them of the robbery as well 
as he could, and while one of them went to 
telephone for a doctor the other notified the 
police. - 

The messenger’s wounds were dressed, ant 
as soon as he was able to be moved he was 
sent to his home in a carriage. Before ha 
left Detectives Amstein and Marks arrived 
from the Central Station and learned an 
outline of the robbery. When they looked 
inside the covered wagon they found the 
leather-covered club and the satchel and 
Sag. 

Arrest Two Suspects. 


At 2:15 o’clock . Policemen Sullivan and 
Cummings of the Thirty-fifth Street Detail, 
found. Edward. Grant, the son of a former 
member of the police force, at Thirty-third 
street and Wentworth avenue, and took him 
into custody, and at 3 o’clock they also ar- 
rested Daniel Cronin near the same locality. 
Both were said by Wilson’s brother, John, 
to have been with Edward Wilson in a 
saloon at Thirty-third and State streets 
Thursday night. ;

Alton, III., April 2.—{Special.}—The river 
has risen two feet in twenty-four hours, is 
twenty-two feet above low water mark to- 
night, and still advancing. The Weather 
Bureau has telegraphed a warning that the 
river will rise another foot and a half by 
Sunday morning. The water is within two 
feet of the highest danger line and resi- 
dents of the low lands across the river are 
leaving. Ferry boats are carrying the 
stock to the Illinois shore. 

Quincy, III., April 2.— [Special. The flood 
here is slowly rising and is now at fifteen 
feet eleven inches. The Weather Bureau 
sends warning that the water will cortinue 
to rise until Sunday. The levees still hold, 


but it is only by the most tireless work that 


breaks are prevented. 

Warsaw, III., April 2.—[Special.}~The Fox 
River has overflowed the Missouri bottoms, 
submerging thousands of acres of farm 
lands. One farmhouse was carried into the 
Mississippi. Alexandria, Mo., is gompletely 
surrounded by water and a little rise will

Everything Is Under Water. 

Memphis, Tenn., April 2. — Greenville 
is on an Island, and Rosedale, Miss., 
is in water from five to ten feet deep. 
The funds of a bank in Rosedale have been 
moved to the second story. Thousands of 
head of cattle are standing on the levee, and 
many unfortunate refugees sleep there with 
no covering to protect them from the water 
soaked winds of night. Back of Rosedale 
and throughout the lower and middle delta 
country, everything is under water. In 
many villages no communication with the 
outside world has been had for several daya. 
The threatened rise at Cairo is now a cer- 
tainty. The Mississippi above Cairo, and 
the Cumberland and Tennessee Rivers will 
send a great flood into the already filled St. 
Francis basin, and from Cairo to Memphis 
it is feared that the deluge will mark a high 
water figure that will be without a precedent.

‘CALLS UP BLIND 


MRS. E. P. SAMPSON ASKS A START- 
LING QUESTION. 


SCHOOL. 


She Appears Before the Buildings and 
Grounds Committee of the Board of 
Education and Inquires What Has 
Been Done with $50,000 Appropri- 
ated for That Purpose in 1892-Site 
Is Parchased and Then the Matter 


is Dropped. 


Mrs. Edward P. Sampson, the advocate of 
the cause of blind children, dropped in at the 
meeting of the Committee on Grounds and 
Buildings of the Board of Education yester- 
day afternoon and asked why a school bulid- 
ing for the blind children of the city had not 
been erected with the $50,000 appropriated 
by the Council for this purpose in 1802. 

Her question created a stir in the commit- 
tee. Several members remembered that the 
architect had long ago been instructed to 
draw up plans for a schoolhouse for the 
blind. and supposed it was in the course of 
construction. The records of the committee 
showed that on Dec. 13, 1893, plans for the 
contemplated work had been ordered, but 
there were no subsequent records to show 
the plans had ever been presented. * 

On April 21, 1804, the site was purchased, 
115 feet by 166 feet, on West Nineteenth 
street, facing the south side of Douglas Park 
and adjoining the State Industrial School for 
Adult Blind Mem and Women. The cost of 
this lot was $6,000, leaving $44,000 for a 
building and maintenance. This remaining 
sum was not expended, but since the appro- 
priation was collected the interest on it has 
been drawn by the City Treasurer, and Is a 
part of the accrued interest on school funds, 
a.formal demand for which was recently 
mado on the City Treasurer by the Board Of 
Education. 


Makes a Strong Appeal. 

Mrs. Sampson was recognized at the meet- 
ing by Trustee Brenan, and extended the 
privilege of speaking to the committee. She 
declared scores of blind children in the city 
of Chicago were being deprived of an educa- 
tion by the withholding of the money the 
Council had granted for the erection of the 
schoolhouse. 

Tears came into her eyes, as she narrated 
the case of her own blind daughter, whom 
she did not dare send to a State institution 
away from home, and who had been waiting 
five years for a chance to enjoy the educa- 
tional privileges which the city extended to 
more fortunate children. 

“The number of blind children of whom 
the compulsory school officials make no cen- 
sus is great,“ she said, as parents, es- 
pecially those who are foreigners, make 
every effort to conceal the truth, for fear 
their children will be sent to some State 
school, and be perhaps cruelly treated with- 
out chance of redress. The blind readers 
who take out books from the public library 
number nearly 700, which indicates that the

There should be an unusual amount of in- 
terest in tomorrow’s Oxford-Cambridge race 


throughout the United States, for it is the 


first time since the beginning of this struggle 
in 1890 that an American has rowed in each 
boat. J. J. De Knoop of New College, Ox- 


ford, and Albany, N. Y., rows bow for his 
university and B. H. Howell of Trinity Hall 
and Néw York City is No. 4 in the Cambridge 


crew. 

There are several individual flaws through- 
out the Oxford boat which cannot be found 
in the Cambridge crew, but there is some- 
thing that more than counterbalances them 
ail, which the light blues have not got either, 
and that is a long sweeping swing that means 
a steady, strong beginning, and that is rap- 
idly developing a pace above the ordinary 
in sheving their craft through the water. 
What that pace is was demonstrated by their 
wonderful trial two weeks ago, when they 
finished in the record time of eighteen mi- 
nutes thirty seconds. This has never been 
‘beaten under any circumstances over the 
full distance. of more than four miles and 
@ quarter. The nearest approach to it was 
done by Oxford when she won the race two 

ears ago. And though a strong tide ran 

neath a strong wind blew behind, the 
merit of the performance is very great.

New York, April 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

The markets are still waiting, some sag- 
ging downward and others recovering. The 
vote of the House in favor of a new tariff 
bill has made no impression in business, 
since it has been expected since November 
that some measure of the same genera! 
character would become a law. If the bill 
Stands, with its provision making new du- 
ties applicable April 1, the chances are that 
foreign imports and Treasury receipts for 
a time may be considerably restricted, 

The market for product has been varia- 
ble and uncertain. Wheat closes a cent 
lower than last week, and the May option 
has declined two cents, and Western re- 
ceipts for the week have been 2,781,557 
bushels, against 1,951,205 last year, while 
the Atlantic exports, flour included, have 
been 2,185,278 bushels, against 1,280,013 last 
year. The movement of corn continues so 
large as to materially affect the demand 
for wheat, Western receipts having been 
1,913,862 bushels for the week, against 1,946,- 
045 last year, and Atlantic exports 4,201,629, 
against 1,065,306 last year. Current trade 
estimates regarding the wheat crop are a 
little more favorable, and are somewhat 
more likely to prove reliable, as the advance 
of the season makes the condition of grow- 
ing wheat better known. 


Prices of Cotton Not Change?’ 


Cotton has not changed in price, although 
the floods in the Southwest have doubtless 
done much harm. The cotton and other 
textile manufacturers are slowly gaining in 
business, though print cloths and most staple 
cottons remain unchanged in price, and re- 
striction of output seems to have given some 
relief to the market. 

The buying of wool by mills is still a note- 
worthy feature, being far in excess of cur- 
rent consumption, but there is a much great- 
er volume of transactions between dealers 
and at the three chief markets the sales for 
five weeks have been 63,725,200 pounds, 
against 25,377,676 in the same weeks of 1892, 
when the mills were well employed. Prices 
are very strong, both here and at London, 
where the advance since the sale began is 
from 15 to 20 per cent, but there are feverish 
irregularities, indicating that holders are not 
all of one mind, and some remember that 
many large mills have takem stocks for a full 
year’s consumption. 


Staggers Iron and Steel Industry. 


The iron and steel industry has been stag- 
gered, so to speak, by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court affecting railroads, since it 
is apprehended that purchases not only of 
rails but of cars, locomotives, and bridge 
materials may be affected. The demand for 
rails is still considerable, and one order is 
pending for 10,000 tons for Japan, but the 
reduction in Mesaba ore with the want of 
agreement as yet among producers of hard 
ores tends to encourage the belief im lower 
prices for finished products and so to hinder 
buying. The great struggle between the ore 
producing companies of Mésaba has not yet 
so far developed that anybody can feel con- 
fident as to the future cost of iron. Mean- 
while, with pig accumulating, although 
some furnaces have stopped production, the 
price of Bessemer at Pittsburg is a shade 
lower at $10.25 and gray forge at $9, but 
there are no quotable changes in prices of 
finished products, although the tone is rather 
weak. The new combination in cut nails 
— affects selling prices in Eastern mar- 

ets.

The decrease is reported 
from all sections except New England and 
the Territories. The larger numbers of 
Eastern State failures are small ones. The 
total liabilities of those failing in the New 
England States are abcut 22 per cent smaller 
during the last quarter than a year ago. 
Liabilities of all individuals, firms, and cor- 
porations which failed amount to $62,513,000, 
a falling off of 16 per cent from the corre- 
sponding total last year. . 

Special reports to Bradstreet’s from fifty 
cities with reference to revival in activity 
in industrial lines indicate there are at work 
at those centers probably not to exceed 100,- 
000 in excess of the number employed in 
November last. The increases are largely 
among employésof manufacturers of woolen 
goods, shoes, clothing, machinery, engines, 
agricultural implements, bicycles, carriages, 
furniture, iron, steel, glass, and shipbuilding. 
Depression still exists among some branches 
of the woolen goods industry, in coal mining, 
and cotton goods manufactures. 

Bank clearings for March at eighty-two 
cities throughout the United States show an 
increase of 1.8 per cent compared with March 
one year ago, the first monthly increase over 
a corresponding total one year ago since 
April, 1806. The March gain over February 
this year is 14 per cent, but the decrease from 
the January total is 6.3 per cent. Compared 
with March, 1895, March this year shows a 
gain of more than 4 per cent, and with March, 
1804, it is nearly 12 per cent, but compared 
with March clearings in 1893, two months 
prior to the outbreak of the panic, last 
month’s total shows a falling off of 22 per 
cent, The week's clearings, amounting to 
$906,000,000, are 2.3 per cent larger than e 
total last week, 5 per cent smaller than that 
in the week a year ago, 10 per cent less than 
in the like period of 1895, 4 per cent less than 
in 1804, and 13 per cent less than in the last 
week of March, 1893. 

«xports of wheat (flour included as wheat) 
from both coasts of the United States and 
from St. John, N. B., this week amount to 
2,464,645 bushels, compared with 1,749,000 
bushels. last week, 1,683,000 bushels in the 
week a year ago, 2,853,000 bushels in the 
week two years ago, 2,778,000 bushels in the 
like period of 1894, and as compared with 
8,635,000 bushels in the corresponding week 
of 1893, the largest week’s total exports of 
wheat and flour since the first week of 
February last. Exports of Indian corn 
amount to 4,970,127 bushels this week, com- 
pared with 5,862,000 bushels last week, 
2,199,000 bushels in the week a year ago, 
781,000 bushels two years ago, 1,274,000 
bushels three years ago, and as contrasted 
with 944,000 bushels in the like week of 1893. 

There is improvement in demand for dry 
goods, hats, and caps among Toronto job- 
bers. Proposed tariff changes in the Domin- 
ion continue to affect prices of staples. 
Montreal jobbers report stocks low and in- 
quiries more frequent. Stocks of staple 
merchandise are low and orders are light 
at Halifax. Recent unfavorable reports 
concerning the Newfoundland fishery are 
confirmed. Clearings at Winnipeg, Toronto, 
Hamilton, Montreal, and Halifax amount 
to $19,400,000 this week, compared with $17,- 
229,000 the week before and with $16,280,000 
in — like week last year. There are 638 
business failures reported from the Domin- 
ion of Canada and Newfoundland during the 
first quarter of 1897, compared with 785 in 
the like portion of 1896. The corresponding 
reduction in liabilities is from $5,773,000 to 
$4,827,000, 


PAUSE IN DECLINE OF RAILWAY STOCK 


Conservative Position Assumed by the 
Railway Managers Checks the 
Demoralization in Prices. 


New York, April 2.—Bradstreet’s review of 
the stock market tomorrow will say: 

After some further demoralization in the 
early part of the week, due to exaggerated 
fears of general rate cutting as a conse- 
quence of the trans-Missouri decisior, stock 
values have, on the whole, tended to recover. 
This was the result of the fact that the rail- 
road managers are, as A class, behaving with 
great conservatism, and refraining from cut- 
ting tariffs or any action that would disturb 
the situation. The resolution of the West- 
ern Managers to retain their central organi- 
zation, not as a traffic association but asa 
bureau of information, and of the trunk lines 
to continue their Joint Traffic Association 
pending the appeal of the case invoiving its 
legality, both had a very good effect. The 
prompt intrecuction of a pooling bill in the 
Senate also tended to restore confidence 
though the later reports make it very doubte 
ful if action can be secured on such a meas- 
ure at this session of Congress. 

On the other hand the market has had 
some unfavorable factors to contend with 
The European political situation has been 
very strained,,and the London market nerv- 
ous and inclined to do nothing, while ree 
ports that war was on the point of breake 
ing out between Greece and Turkey, though 
not verified, found temporary belief, with a 
disturbing effect on prices. 

The fact that the tariff bill, after being 
rapidly passed in the House, has gone to 
the Senate, where it will doubtless meet 
with both delay and considerable change, 
also has a tendency to introduce an ele- 
ment of uncertainty in business which the 
stock market cannot disregard. 

Above all, the extreme weakness of some 
of the coal stocks, notably Delaware and 
Hudson and Jersey Central, and the evi- 
dences of heavy liquidation in the latter, 
have been unfavorable to all bull specula/ 
tion, and have kept up the bearish inclina- 
tions of the room traders. The latter, in 
fact, seem to have complete control of the 
market. The reeent break eliminated pub- 
lic interest to a large extent, and the general 
conditions are not. favorable for large op- 
erators to take the initiative on the bull 
side. London has confined its activity to 
covering shorts put out on the trans-Mis- 
souri decision, and to that extent has been 
a help to prices, but though the general 
feeling is less apprehensive the general 
market seems likely to remain in an inactive 
and undecided condition. 


CHIEF POKAGON CLAIMS WA LANDS. 


Head of the Pottawatomie Tribe of 
Indians Wants 5,000,000 Acres in 
That State, It Is Said. 


Washington, D. C., April 2.—[{Special.)— 
Nothing is known here among members of 
the Iowa delegation in regard to the claim 
which it is said Simon Pokagon, chief of the 
Pottawatomie Indians, is going to set up 
for 5,000,000 acres of land in Iowa. It there 
is any basis for such a claim it has not 
come to the notice of Iowa Congressmen. 

The story of the chief’s intentions, as it 
has appeared in newspaper dispatches, is

that he is preparing to prosecute a claim 
against the United States Government on 
5,000,000 acres of land in Iowa, which was 
reserved by the government by treaty in 
1826. 
This land was reserved for the main na- 
tions of the Pottawatomies, Chief Pokagon 
and his tribe, by stipulation in the treaty, 
remained in Michigan, but were given title 
to their share ofthe Iowa grant. This West- 
ern land was afterward sold back to the 
government by the main nations, but the 
tribe which remained in Michigan was never 
paid for its share. They also claim title 
to certain band reserves and individual re- 
serves, which will be included in the claim. 
Chief Pokagon a short time ago received 
payment for a claim of $118,000, which was 
divided among his tribe.

WALKER GETS 


INTER-STATE COMMISSION GOES FOR 
THE SANTA FE OFFICIAL. 


_ 


Decision Affecting Charges of Rate 
Discrimination on Freight Ship- 
ments to Colorado Points, During 
the Receivership of 1806, Affords an 
Opportunity for Excoriation—Anal- 
ysis of the Situation to Show Wan- 
ton Violation of Law. 


Aldace F. Walker, now Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Atchison, Tope- 
ka and Santa Fé railroad, and who was a 
member of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission when the board first came into ex- 
istence, has received a severe drubbing in 
a decision just rendered by the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. 

When Mr. Walker was receiver of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé in 1816, 
the road was charged with violation of ihe 
fourth section of the inter-state com- 
merce laws by making lower rates on 
freight to Colorado points than to intermedi- 
ate points. Receiver Walker contended that 
this action was not in violation of the law 


for the reason that there was a dissimilarity 


of circumstances and conditions because 
there was then prevalent a rate war between 
different competing lines to those points. 
As the commission understands it, the 
position of Mr. Walker was as follows: 


As the receiver of the Santa Fé system he stood 
charged with the preservation of itis properties. 
He found in the management of those properties 
that the traffic from Chicago to Colorado points. 
which belonged to and had formerly passed over 
his lines, was being diverted, and he became sut- 
isfied that this was owing to the irregular practices 
of his competitors in accepting less than the pub- 
lished rates. He became convinced that the only 
way in which this secret and unlawful competition 
could be met was by meeting the rate which they 
made, and he accordingly did so. The rate which 
he established to Coldrado points was, as he well 
knew. an unremunerative rate, and was only es- 
tablished to meet the Ammediate necessities of the 
occasion and as a tetfiforary expedient. The rates 
to intermediate points had been substantially tie 
same for many years, and were just and reason- 
able. He did not believe there was any cyuitable 
reason why these rates should be reduced and the 
revenues of his system diminished because he 
found it necessary to make a low rate for the pur- 
pose of checking unlawful competition. It was 
the fact of this unlawful and secret competition 
which justified him in making the lower rate for 
the longer haul by creating dissimilar circum- 
stances and conditions. 


Case of Two Wrongs. 


Stripped of its various embellishments, 
says the commission, Mr. Walker’s position 
is that because one party violates the fourth 
section of the law secretly a second party 
may violate it openly in another particular. 
This proposition, it says, would sound ridic- 
ulous if it proceeded from a less eminent 
authority, and is sufficiently startling from 
any source. Applied to laws in general, it 
would result in complete anarchy. 

Mr. Walker was asked why he had not 
furnished the commission with what in- 
formation he had regarding the matter. His 
answer in substance was that it would have 
done no. good, that in the then state of the 
statute and of public opinion the law could 
not be enforced. 

Commenting upon this answer the com- 
mission says: 

Mr. Walker’s position is this: I disobey 
the law because it is not enforced. The law 
is not enforced because I and other men in 
my position decline to codperate in its en- 
forcement. I decline to cojperate because I 
do not like the law. That is to say, I disobey 
the law because I do not like it.“ 

The commission then says: 

It is certainly true that the act to regulate com- 
merce is defective in many important respects, 
and that this commission is powerless at many 
points where it ought to be effective. It is equally 
true that the law might be enforced, to a much 
greater extent certainly, if the railroads of this 
country would lend their influence thereto. If the 
receiver of the Santa Fé road, instead of taking 
the law into his own hands, had given us the ben- 
efit of his hearty codjperation, the illegal practices 
of which he then complained could undoubtedly 
have been stopped in that instance and an example 
made of those who inaugurated those practices 
that would have gone far towards discouraging 
similar violations of law in the future. Whether 
he should so assist in the enforcement of the law 
was a question entirely for him as a man and 
a railroad manager. We make no criticism upon 
his course in deciding not to codperate in support- 
ing it, but we must decline to accept as a valid 


excuse for his violation of the law the tact that 


that law was disobeyed by other parties, when 
that disobedience arose from his own attitude to- 
wards it. 


TRAFFIC COMBINE CONTEMPLATED. 


Close Business Relations to Exist Be- 
tween Union Pacific and 
Oregon. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., April 2.—An important 
conference of Oregon Short Line and Union 
Pacific general officers was held herc last 
night to consider and discuss the traffic and 
passenger alliance between the lines. Gen- 
eral plans for perfecting a traffic arrange- 
ment were agreed upon and the two lines 
will maintain close and harmonious rela- 
tions. From one member of the party it 
was learned that a close traffic agreement 
was reached, which practically makes the 
two lines one great transcontinental system 
so far as business is concerned. 


Rates for Nashville Exposition. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 2.—The rates 
agreed upon by the General Passenger 
Agents and the limits of these rates during 
the Tennessee Centennial Exposition have 
been announced, The rates are on a sliding 
scale, to be regulated by zones of from 
twenty-five to tifty miles each. In the first 
zone the rate will be three cents a mile 
round trip; fifty to 100 miles, 2% cents; 150 
miles, 2% cents; 200 miles, 2% cents; 275 
miles, two cents, with 50 cents added; 300 
miles, two cents, with 75 cents addea; 325 
miles, two cents, with $1 added; 350 miles, 
two cents, with $1.50 added. 


Same Old Places Under New Names. 

The Board of Commissioners of the West- 
ern Joint Traffic Bureau yesterday elected

Johtv Matthews, a local teacher of bil- 
a rds, yesterday furnished the sensation of: 
the shortstop tournament by defeating T. 
J. Gallagher, 400 to 389. 

It has generally been admitted at 
Matthews can beat any shortstop arcund the 
country,.as also such amateurs as Ellison, 
Foss, McCteery, and Mullen, but for engag- 
ing in play in the present company he has 
been criticised by some of his friends, 
laughed at by others. 

He came to the table yesterday afternoon 
with a chan score of four defeats, and, ul- 
though there was no betting, a friend of 
Matthews. wagered him $15 against a bil- 
liard lesson that he would again be returned 
a loser. 

Gallagher went off rapidly, and at the end 
of the seventh inning had a total of 226, 
Matthews, who had run 42 in the second in- 
ning, being 162 behind. The printer shot in 
a well nursed out batch of 74 two innings 
later, followed with 17, 28, and 64, and, as 
„Gray Tom ” collapsed, the fifteénith inning 
showed a score of 278 for him as against the 
274 of Little Johnnie.“ 

Both men were slow for a time, but at the: 
nineteenth inning Gallagher was leading by 
30 points. At his next attempt Matthews 
got 19, and stopped through failure to get. 
out of balk. This looked like suicide, as 
Tom, starting with two massés, ran! and 
to a cipher responded with 34, leaving but 13 
to complete his string, while his opponent 
needed 84, having three consecutive goose 
eggs.

DENEEN TALKS OF THE DREYER CASE 


State’s-Attorney Says the Absence of 
Criminal Information Has Pre- 
vented Prosecution.

State’s-Attorney Deneen replies to criti- 
cism for not pushing the prosecution of E. 
S. Dreyer, the ex-banker and ex-Treasurer 
of the West Park Board, by saying that no 
information had ever been brought to him 
in the matter, and that all he knows of the 
evidence against Mr. Dreyer is what he has 
read in the newspapers. 

Mr. Deneen says he has made repeated ar- 
rangements for. complaining bank depositors 
to appear before the grand jury, but they 
have never availed themselves of the op- 
portunity he has offered them. 

The State’s-Attorney said yesterday: The 
latter part of January, after the case before 
Justice Hall had been repeatedly continued, 
and by agreement of both sides, three of the 
principal witnesses were brought to me. All 
of them said théy had deposited money in 
the Dreyer bank within a few hours of clos- 
ing on the day of the assignment, and so their 
testimony would have been extremely val- 
ua@ble in a criminal prosecution. I arranged 
for them to appear before the grand jury at 
the next term, but when the time arrived 
none of them was to be found. 

“Ever since these men have deen ex- 
tremely quiet while the * jury has been 
in session, but after it has adjourned, or dur- 
ing the last few days, when the time is thken 
up with other matters, they have a great 
deal to say. 

“ As to the West Park matter, I have no 
information whatever. Not a single person 
has been to me to present any case. From 
what I read in the newspapers, and thisisall 
I know in the matter, I infer, however, that 
the present board is disposed to begin civil 
rather than criminal action to recover what 
is due it.“

For a story with a 
flat ending must have a pointed lesson of 
some sort in it to redeem it from utter use- 
leseness. Perhaps Mr. Hardy, if he ever 
means any moral, wishes in this case to 
Mlustrate the truth that the search for mere 
beauty in woman is pittable in its results.

A Cheque for Three Thousand. By Ar

There is a dashing and humorous vigor in 
Mr. Veysey’s impossible story that almost 
compensates for its crudities. Its characters 
are no more human in theiractions than are 
the puppets in a Punch and Judy show, but 
so skillfully and jocosely does the young 
author, pull the strings that the show is 
fully worth the price of admission. 

The motive power of the tale is a check 
tor $3,000 given by a New York miillion- 
aire to an adventurous young reporter who 
is ‘overheard Wishing for such asum. The 
old gentleman's Idea is to have a spree” 
by proxy, and the only condition attached 
to his gift is that the youth shall report 
a year later, tolling just how he spent the 
money. ¢ 

Mr. Veysey takes his hero, Pennington, 
on board an ocean steamer, where the youth 
incidentally picks up another check for $10,- 
000 on similar terms, and arrives in Paris 
just in time to get his identity humorously 
mixed up with that of a Dakota Senator who 
has made a sensation by his devotion to 
things Napoleonic. Among other incidents 
the author sends Pennington scurrying 
through the corridors of the Louvre in a 
most shocking way in order to eacape iden- 
tification. Incidentally, in the course of 
his mad rush, Pennington picks up a 
heroine, who proves in the end to be the 
daughter of his millionaire benefactor. 

No more need be said to indicate Mr. Vey- 
sey’s entire freedom from the usual re- 
straints of probability. He makes his hero 
do all sorts of funny jumping-jack antics, 
and when the young man comes home penni- 
less at the end of two.months he writes a 
play embodying his experiences, makes a 
grand hit, and marries his love of the 
Louvre.

Stories for Young People. 
In the Old Herrick House and Other 
Stories. By Ellen Douglass Deland. 


Harper Bros. 

The generation which mourns the loss of 
“ Oliver Optic and Louisa M. Alcott will 
find it difficult to believe that the juvenile 
literature written for future generations of 
young people will be any better, if as good. 
But such fond theories exist only to he de- 
molished, for there is relentless progression 
in all lines of human endeavor. 

Some of the grown-up men and women who 
think story writing for children stopped 
with “Littl Men and Women” should 
read some of the books which are piinted 
today for their sons and daughters—not at 
random, though, for many, if not a great 
majority, are of the same kind of stilted 
moralizing which in all generations nave 
failed to understand children and reach 
their hearts and consciences. It might be 
conceived that some of these old people 
would reckd Ellen Douglass Deland’s In the 
Old Herrick House without discovering 
that it was written for children, its literary 
excellence is of such a high order. The 
charming stories which Harper's have pub- 
lished in this volume will please and delight 
children both of a small and. “ larger 
growth.“ Even the critic is a trifle uncer- 
tain, when he lays down the book with a 
sigh of satisfaction, which generation it 
really was written for. This is the kind of 
literature of which children cannot havetoo 
much, for it not only fills the demand for 
„Stories in a wholesome manner, but in- 
culcates a good literary style at a time when 
the mind is most receptive to words and 


phrases. 


Rrief Mention. 

Bacon’s ‘‘ Essays and Thomas Browne's Re- 
ligio Medici’’ and Urn Burial form two vol- 
umes in the new Temple Classics ’’ series (Mac- 
milian), edited by Israel Gollancz. Mr. Gollancz 
is the Engtish scholar who so ably supertntended 
the Temple Shakspeare,’’ with which this series 
is practicaily uniform in size and style. 

A beautifully illuminated booklet, designed and 
lettered by Irene E. Jerome, has been issued 
by BE. P. Dutton & Co. under the title. Seven 
Glad Days.“ It is in the nature of an Easter 
souvenir, and some of its finest religious senti- 
ments have been chosen by Miss Jerome from the 
writings of the late Prof. Drummond. The dec- 
orative designs of the pages, in gold and colors, 
are dainty and appropriate. 

The second volume of Dr. Edmond Stapfer's 
work., Jesus Christ: His Person—His Authority 
His Work,“ is just out, and takes up the period 
of Christ's ministry. The first volume, which 
was recently reviewed in these columns, was a 
study of Christ’s character up to the beginning 
of his work of teaching and preaching. Like its 
predecessor, this volume is fresh and fascinating. 
It represents Christ in an entirely new light, not 
less divine because more human and winsome. 
(Scribner’s.) 

** Functions of Government by Frank D. Lar- 
rabee is a discussion of the various questions 
that have to do with the rejations of the govern- 
ment to the individual and of the individual to 
the State. He examines the claims of Anarchists 
and Socialists and shows their futility. Yet he 
thinks our government is far from perfect. For 
example, in its collection of taxes there is much 
In justice. The whole discussion is marked by 
candor, good sense, and an earnest purpose. 


The sixth volyme of the new edition of Bjérnson, 
ecited by Edmund Gosse, contains the two sto- 
ries, *‘ Magnhild’’ and Dust. ‘‘ Magnhild ”’ 
was published originally in Copenhagen in 1877 
and produced a sensation and much polemical 
discussion. It was really the beginning of the 
strained relations between Bjérnsen and the con- 
servative element of his own nation. and he was 
forced several times to reply to his assailants. 
It is not in hig early cheery style and has re- 
mained one of the least known of his publications. 
(Macmillan.) 

Lady Herschell's translation of M. Louis Pauli- 
ans The Beggars of Paris.“ published by Ed- 
ward Arnold, is a book of the first value for the 
student of mendicity. From it may be learned 
how easy the giving of indiscriminate charity 
makes it for the unworthy to live in the French 
“metropolis, where there seems to be a greater 
opportunity for the pretended poor than else- 
Where. Certainly the French are years behind 
American cities n the precautions taken to pre- 
vent fraud. Lady Herschell’s translation is clear, 
but it is unmistakably a translation, the idioms 
of the Janguages being cccasionally much con- 
fused. 

To the Macmillan company’s admirable series 

of Temple Dramatists *’ has recently been add- 
ed the remarkable domestic tragedy or murder 
riay, Arden of Feversham. which has by many 
been ascribed to Shakspeare, but which Prof. 
‘Saintsbury thinks could not have been his, un- 
less it was a bit of prentice work in a vein 
that proved unworkable. Ben Jonson's Every 
Man in His Humor and Christopher Marlowe's 
‘’ Baward II.“ have also appeared in this series. 
Each play has a different editor, but all are ably 
handled and annotated. For those interested in 
the drama this new series will be second in value 
cnly to the Temple Shakepeare. 

R. M. Wenley, Ph. D., professor of philosophy 
in the University of Michigan, has written a 
volume on Contemporary Theology and The- 
ism which is the best résumé of current philo- 
sophical and theological thought that has come 
under the present reviewer’s observation. The 
basis of the work was a lecture given some three 
years ago before the members of the Glasgow 
University Theological Society. The author de- 
votes a chapter to The Theological Situation.“ 
follcwing with a discussion of The Speculative 
Theology.“ The Ritschlian Theology.“ The 
Tneistic Problem,“ and the Final Idealtsm.“ 
It is a bock for all students of contemporary 
tnought. (Scribner's.)

Conference of Mayor, Health Commis- 
sioner, and Corporation Counsel 
Confirms the Policy of Postponing 
Arrests Until a Test Case Can Be 
Made Up—Police Will Be, as Here- 
tofore, Hands Off in the Face of Law 
Violations, 


Cigaret dealers are still at Iberty, it 
‘Seems, to dispense the paper-wrapped, nic- 
otine rolis, whether provided with licenses 
or not, the ordinance passed by the Council 
and signed by the Mayor to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Corporation Counsel Beale said yesterday 
afternoon no arrests would be made for vio- 
lations of the ordinance until a test case had 
been heard, and when such a hearing would 
be arranged he did not know. 

So far as thé enforcement of the ordinance 
is concerned, the anti-cigaret law of the city 
stands just where it did a week ago, just 
where it has stood ever since March 17, 
when Chief of Police Badenoch is suid to 
have received instructions from City Col- 
lector Maas, backed by Corporation Coun- 
sel Beale, to make_no arrests under the ordi- 
nance, 

After a conference yesterday afternoon of 
the Corporation Counsel, the Health Com- 
missioner, and the Mayor, it was decided to 
let matters rest as they are, until a test case 
can be brought before a Superior Court 
Judge sitting as an examining magistrate, in 
accordance with Mr. Beale’s original plan. 

Mayor Swift and Commissioner Kerr, after 
the conference, had nothing to say corcern- 
ing the matter, the latter referring the ques- 
tion to Mr. Beale, 

The matter stands just where it stood a 
week ago,“ said Mr. Bealee. No atrests 
will be made until it can be arranged to bring 
some violator of the ordinance before one of 
the Superior Court Judges familiar with the 
municipal law. An opinion from such a 
Judge would-Mave weight with the people, 
and that is the quickest way to settle the 
matter, we believe. 

It is not to be understood from this that 
persons are at liberty to violate the ordi- 
nance. I expected when this plan was first 
adopted that a case would be heard in a 
few days. The lawyer who was to ask some 
Judge to hear the case is now out of. the city. 
I can’t say when the test case will be heard. 
It may be in a few days.“ 

Mr. Beale said that until such a test case 
could be arranged the police would hive no 
new instructions and would make no arrests 
of dealers violating the ordinance. 


A meeting of the managers and agents of com- 
panies interested in the insurance on the buildings 
A and B of the Chicago and Pacific Elevator 
company was held yesterday to arrange for secur- 
ing a new appraisal of the property. H. P. Gray 
was Chairman and R. R. Manners Secretary of the 
meeting. M. S. Woodward, representing the ad- 
justers, made a statement of the difference in the 
awards made by the appraiser for the companies 
end the representatives of the insured. The dif- 
ference includes a majority of the items. and in 
the aggregate is nearly $100,000. The adjusters 
allege that the appraisers for the elevator company 
greatly overestimated the cost of putting the two 
buildings in as good condition as they were before 
the fire. It was decided by the representatives of 
the companies present at the meeting, who control 
about 70 per cent of the entire insurance involved. 
to appoint a committee of five to ask the elevator 
company for a readjustment of the loss, and in 
ease this is refused to prepare an agreement for 
the companies’ signatures to carry the matter Into 
court and ask that the award be set aside. The 
committee is as follows: R. L. Davis, Chairman: 
R. A. Waller, W. F. Goodwin, C. S. Pellett. and 
W. 8. Warren. The committee will ask the com- 
pany to agree to an appraisal. and if this is refused 
will probably report to a meeting of the agents and 
managers to determine future action. Ten per 
cent of the insurance on the buildings has been 
paid, and this fact complicates still more the final 
settlement of the claims. One of the items in dis- 
pute is the claim of $14,000 for damage to the foun- 
dation of Elevator B, which the compantes hold is 
not damaged in the least.

ONE OF THE WAYS OF BAKING HAW. 


Recipe by Which a Delicious Luncheon 
or Tea Dish May Be Man- 
ufactured. 


Nothing is more delicate and delicious for 
luncheons and high teas than a cured ham 
baked. Take a ham weighing from seven to 
nine pounds and soak it over night. In the 
morning scrape the outside and rinse well, 
roll around it a bunch of sweet hay; place it 
in a good-sized kettle and cover it with cold 
water. Put the kettle over the fireand when 
the water reaches the boiling point place it 
over the cooler part of the fire, where the 
ham will just simmer for two hours. Then 
take it from the fire and let the meat remain 
in the kettle until the liquid is just luke- 
warm. Then take out the ham and peel off 
the skin. Place the meat in a baking pan 
and bake in a moderate oven two hours,

When the ham is baked, before it is re- 
moved from the oven, take a cup of finely 
rolled stale bread crumbs and two teaspoon- 
fuls of brown sugar and one level teaspoon- 
ful of dry mustard and moisten with a little 
cider or wine to make a paste; spread this 
over the ham and return it to the oven long 
enough to have it a nice brown. 

A sauce to serve with baked ham is made 
thus: Put into a saucepan over the fire a 
heaping teaspoonful of butter and an equal 
amount of flour: stir them together until 
they are browned, then gradually add a cup 
of highly seasoned stock and cook ten min- 
utes; add one cup of wine or cider; stir until 
it is hot, then strain and serve.
